“The poor quality of stock in the 
cattle and beef trade is one reason 
why the Canadian farmer finds 
himself unable to get a reasonable 
price for his products. The govern- 
ment should step in and by orderly 
marketing arrangements remove 
the glut of poor quality beef from 
the market,” stated H. P. Kennedy 
of Toronto, president of the Ed- 
monton Stock Yards in an inter- 
view here 

“This sort of stock 
moved from the market and pro- 
cessed by the government, It would 
be necessary to establish a fund to 


should be re- 


compensate the producers. If this 
were done then a fair and reason- 
able price could be paid for the 
better quality stock.” 

The confidence of the public in 
the quality of beef sold should be 
gained, Increased consumption 
would to a large degree take care 
of the exportable surplus,” he said 

‘We cannot depend on the Brit 
ish market for our products as mat- 
ters stand at present. We have a 
quota of 1,000 head a week which 
is far below the amount that we 
have to export.

“The reason Canadian wheat is 
not selling today is because it is five 
shillings a quarter higher than that 
of other countries,” he contended, 
“Canadian wheat is worth three 
shillings a quarter more than 
others, not the five shillings Canada 
is demanding.” 

“Canada is not selling wheat to 
France, and is selling less to the 
Netherlands. Scandinavia takes 
most of her wheat from Great Brit- 
|ain and Denmark cannot buy more 
| Canadian flour because the Domin- 
|ion is not buying enough Danish 
| goods.”
